U.S. aircraft losses mounting 


SAIGON (UPI) — The United states carried its unprecedented air war 
against North Vietnam into the fifth day today despite mounting aircraft 
losses. Hanoi Radio reported three more B52s and an F ill shot down over 
Hanoi today and India reported its chancery had been hit by American 
bombs. 


The U.S. Command said two more B52s and two U.S. Navy A6 Intruder 
bombers were shot down Thursday, bringing to eight the number of 
strategic bombers lost since last Monday when the massive assaults began. 
Hanoi claims it has shot down 34 U.S. planes since Monday, 15 of them B52s. 
Reports from Hanoi said American bombs have hit the Indian, Cuban and 
Egyptian mission buildings in Hanoi and Communist news agencies re­ 
ported hits on Soviet, Polish and Chinese ships in Haiphong. 


Hanoi Radio reported Thursday bombs had hit the “ Hanoi Hilton,” the 
camp where some American war prisoners are kept. It was not clear 
whether Americans had been wounded. 


The U.S. Command said all crewmen aboard the planes lost Thursday 
were missing, but it announced a new policy of refusing to say how many 
men are aboard a lost plane. So far it has reported 43 American fliers 
missing. Hanoi has listed at least 16 captured fliers by name. Several of 
them were wounded. 
North Vietnam has denounced the raids as saturation bombing against 
heavily populated areas and has said hundreds of civilians have been killed 
and thousands made homeless through the destruction of entire villages and 
portions of the cities of Hanoi and Haipl^ong. 
As many as 100 B52s and upwards of 500 or more fighter-bombers have 
taken part in the raids in what is generally regarded as the most massive 
aerial assault in history. The B52s, each carrying 25 to 30 tons of bombs, 
usually fly in formations of three and drop their bombs from great altitudes 
in a pattern that destroys anything in a swathe half a mile wide and a mile 
and a half long. Hanoi Radio has said this type raid conducted by as many as 
100 B52s has hit the heavily populated Hanoi-Haiphong area.

Haig visited other Southeast Asia 
capitals as well as Saigon to report 
on 
the 
impasse 
in ^ Kissinger’s 
negotiations with North Vitenam 
over a ceasefire agreement. 
South 
Vietnamese 
President 
Nguyen Van Thieu has been openly 
critical of several parts of the 
O ctober 
tentative 
U.S.-North 
Vietnamese agreement. Kissinger 
said last Saturday in disclosing the 
deadlock that it was not South 
Vietnamese objections that were 
holding up a final agreement, and 
said no one would be allowed to veto 
a U.S. agreement. 
Haig brought back from meetings 
with Thieu in Saigon a letter 
responding to a Nixon letter that, 
according 
to South

sources, warned Thieu that he would 
face 
a cutoff of 
military and 
economic 
aid

eventual peace settlement term s 
worked out with the Commuunists 
by the United States. 


The White House did not confirm 
or deny

Nixon, at his Florida villa for the 
Christmas holidays, has made no 
public statement on his orders to 


renew the air war, which resumed 
Monday and has brought a flurry of 
protests 
from 
Hanoi, 
Moscow, 
Peking, capitals in both East and 
West Europe and on the domestic 
front. 


White House spokesmen said the 
bombing is to thwart Communist 
infiltration of men and supplies into 


South Vietnam but administation 
officials say privately Nixon wants 


to put pressure on Hanoi, which 
Washington blames for the impasse 
at Paris. 


The State Department remained 
equally reticent on the air war 
resumption, 
even 
refusing 
to 


respond to Thursday’s warning from 
Moscow that it could endanger 
future U.S.-Soviet relations. When 
asked about international protests, 
spokesman Charles W. Bray 111 said 
only: 
“ I 
hope 
it 
is clear 
to 


everyone—universally 
clear—that 
we are prepared to proceed to a 
negotiated settlem ent.” 


Both 
Communist 
delegations 
walked out on Thursday’s regularly 
scheduled 
P a ris 
session

retaliation for the bombing renewal. 
A Radio Hanoi broadcast said North 
Vietnam was suspending a lower- 
level “ technical” peace meeting 
scheduled for Saturday, but Hanoi 
diplomats in Paris had no comment 
on 
the 
broadcast. 
The 
U.S. 
delegation said the meeting was still 
on. 
The U.S. command in Saigon said 
today four U.S. warplanes, including 
two more B52 bombers, were shot 
down Thursday over the North.

irregularly and his blood pressure 
fell 
severely 
today, 
alarming 
doctors so much that Truman’s 
wife, Bess, was called to his bedside 
and the 88-year-old former president 
was for a time considered in critical 
condition. 
“ I have no doubt that if I had had 
to make a report at about 8:30 or 
8:45 a.m. this morning 1 would have 


had 
to 
say 
he 
is 
in 
critical 
condition,” said Research Hospital 
spokesman John Dreves, following a 
news briefing delayed almost an 
hour by Truman’s worsened condi­ 
tion. 
“ By the time the briefing came, 
the condition appeared to be passing 
or at least improving,” he said. 
Truman was still considered in 
“ very serious” condition, which, 
according to Dreves, means “ he is 


very close to critical at any tim e.”

WASHINGTON (UPI) ~ Gordon 
W. Rule, a high civilian Navy 
official who criticized President 
Nixon’s choice of Roy L. Ash to be 
new budget director, has been asked 
to retire, the Pentagon said today. 
Rule told a reporter he had 
refused. 
Rule, head of the procurement 
control and clearance section of the 
Navy Materiel Command, testified 
Tuesday at a congressional hearing 
that the President had made a 
mistake in selecting Ash, president 
of Litton Industries, to be director of 


the Office of Management and 
Budget (0MB). 
The Defense Department’s chief 
spokesman, Jerry W. Friedheim, 
told newsmen that Rule’s superior, 
Adm. Isaac Kidd, “ has lost lost 
considerable 
confidence 
in 
Mr. 
Rule's Judgment and has requested 
his retirem ent.” 
Rule, contacted at his Arlington, 
Va., home where is is on Christmas 
leave, said he had refused to retire. 
Friedheim said Rule had been 
ordered transferred to a post as 
consultant at the Navy’s l#ogistics 


Management School at Aanacostia, 
a part of the District of Columbia 
for the present. 


News of the moves against Rule 
circulated on Capitol Hill before the 
Pentagon announcement and drew 
fire from members of the Joint 
H o u s e - S e n a t e 
E c o n o m i c 
subcommittee before whom Rule, a 
captain in the naval reserve, had 
testified: “ I think it’s a mistake for 
President Nixon to nominate Mr. 
Ash and it’s a worse mistake for him 
to accept.”

Water committee 
wants updated 
water demands

Water 
Advisory 
Committee 
voted 
unanimously 
Thursday to request updated water 
demand buildup estimates from the 
various water districts and city 
governments in the county. 
It also instructed a sub-committee 
to examine an imported water 
p r i c i n g 
policy 
and 
br in g 
recommendations back to the full 
committee as soon as possible. 
The recommendations go before 
the County Water Agency Dec. 26, 
according to committee chairman 
Andrew T. Petersen, of Solvang. 
Up-to-date 
information 
as 
to 
future water needs as seen by the 
water entities throughout the county 
is needed, it was conceded, to help 
County Water Consultant Robert M. 
Edmonston with an updated report 
of his own. 
Committee members agreed that' 
current data as to water needs and 
supplemental water costs is vital in 
view of the fact that the issue of 
imported water could be a county 
ballot measure, under initiative 
proceedings going ahead. 
Edmonston said 
further 
input 
from the districts and cities will 
help to provide new cost estimates 
for supplemental water. 
Inflation will bring up the costs, 
he reminded the committee. Cost 
estimates could change, also, he 
said, on the basis of any radical 
switch in estimated water needs in 
any of the districts. 


The last estimates were drawn up 
more than two years ago. 
Santa Barbara Water Commission 
chairman 
John 
Hamilton 
said 
privately 
at 
the 
meeting 
he 
wondered if the present allotment of 
57,000 acre feet a year by the county 
— 
under 
its 
current 
state 
commitment 
for Feather River 
water — reflected needs as seen 
now. 


The 
committee 
recommended 
that 
the 
revised 
water 
need 
statements from the districts and 
cities 
be 
com piled 
on 
the 
assumption that costs would be 
related to water use. 


Hamilton said also he felt costs 
should be allocated on the basis of 
delivery point of water. Thus, the 
South Coast would pay more for 
delivery than would the north county 
with county distribution facilities 
starting at Santa Maria. 


It was felt there could be changes 
of thinking on the part of some 
districts as to future water needs on 
the basis of spiraling water costs. 
“There 
would 
be 
a 
different 
response if it is ascertained an acre 
foot of imported water would cost 
$500 than the response to estimates 
of $100 per acre foot costs,” one 
committee member stated. 


Santa Barbara City Councilman 
Alan Eschenroeder was named to 
head the sub-committee to study 
pricing recommendations.

Treasury Secretary George P 
Shultz 
announced Thursday that President Nixon 
would continue the six-month-old sus­ 
pension of meat import quotas through 
1973. 
This means that Australia, New 
Zealand, Mexico and most other countries 
will be able to sell as much beef and other 
meat in the United States as domestic 


users will buy next year instead of having 
their imports held to quotas. 
American 
consum ers 
with 
fatter 
paychecks have been buying more meat 
than ever before. This heavier demand, 
coupled with raw agricultural products 
being free from economic controls, has 
helped push the price of meat up faster 
than any other part of the consumer 
budget. 
“Suspension of the quotas is designed to 
moderate those inflationary pressures by 
encouraging increased imports of meat 
into

Christmas truce in Ireland 


BELFAST (UPI) —Extrem ists of the 
illegal Irish Republican Army iIRAi an­ 
nounced a 71-hour Christmas cease-fire 
starting tonight at midnight, but even as it 
made the announcement, some of the worst 
violence in the Northern Ireland crisis 
persisted. 
A 25-year-old Roman Catholic man was 
killed by cruising gunmen late Thursday 
and 11 other persons, including two teen­ 
age girls, were wounded in separate 
shooting and bombing attacks in the 
province earlier in the day. 
Police said the man was gunned down 


from a passing car as he started to enter 
his own automobile in the predominantly 
Protestant resort of Bangor, 15 miles east 
9f Belfast. 


The IRA’s extrem ist Provisional wing 
said late Thursday it would halt all attacks 
on civilian and m ilitary targets for three 
days starting tonight at midnight (7 p.m 
EST i.

The limits of lib 
Who should and 
should not work

NEW YORK — (N E A) — 
Dorothy Becker, corporate 
vice-president of Staff Build­ 
ers, a large temporary em ­ 
ployment service that has 
nationwide offices, maintains 
that there are two sides to 
the liberation-c a r e e r syn­ 
drome so in evidence right 
now. And she believes that 
it may be right for some 
women but not for all. It is 
her contention that the liber­ 
ation movement has done a 
great wrong to some women. 
“Instead of giving women 
freedom of choice, it has 
done exactly the opposite and 
has made women who are 
happy as homemakers feel 
guilty because they like what 
they are doing. 
“But I think the fault lies 
more in the manner in which 
the movement has been pre­ 
sented than in the feminists 
themselves,’’ she said. 
Mrs. Becker feels t h a t 
women should be permitted 
to choose whether to stay at 
home or rise to a top job in 
business. But the key words 
are “permitted to choose.” 
and without stigma 
A mother and housewife 
herself for 20 years before 
going back to work in 1961, 
she says that in her present 
job she has talked with wom­ 
en who should not, in her 
opinion, be returning to the 
career market at all but feel 
under pressure to do so. 
Mrs. B e c k e r gave her 
views on women she believes 
should not go back to work 
First are those who go to 
work because of women’s 
lib pressure and those who 
want to take a job because 
all their friends are working 
and have made them feel out 
of the mainstream. 
Another type is the woman 
who would become a martyr 
if she got a job, telling the 
kids not to bother her with 
their homework and cutting 
her husband down to size by 
reminding him of her con­ 
tribution to the household fi­ 
nances. Even if her husband 
has no job, Mrs Becker says, 
this kind of woman shouldn’t 
work. 
“If her working will de­ 
stroy her husband and fam­ 


ily,” she said, “they would 
be better off on welfare.” 
The other type of woman 
who shouldn’t work, she be­ 
lieves, is the one who is self- 
indulgent but in being so. 
still preserves her family. 
She is happy gabbing on the 
phone with f r i e n d s and 
s p e n d i n g the afternoons 
watching soap operas 


“There are women who en­ 
joy this kind of life and they 
shouldn’t be told that they’re 
wrong if they do. T h e s e 
women have as much right 
to do as they wish as other 
w o m e n who pursue a ca­ 
reer.” 
Mrs. Becker disagrees with 
the National Organization of 
Women’s 
resolution 
which 
urges women not to do vol­ 
unteer work. 
‘‘Some women prefer vol­ 
unteer work to a business ca­ 
reer,” she said. “If the work 
is meaningful, v o l u n t e e r 
work can provide any person 
with a great deal of satisfac­ 
tion And who can say what 
is meaningful9 It v a r i e s 
from individual to individ­ 
ual.” 
For women who are am­ 
bitious where a business ca­ 
reer is concerned or for other 
reasons want to work, re­ 
turning to the labor force via 
a 
temporary 
employment 
service can be a great help— 
especially if the w o m a n 
hasn’t been employed outside 
the home for a long period. 
“First,” said Mrs. Becker, 
“it gives her an opportunity 
to find out what working and

SAN FERNANDO, Chile (U PI) - Two 
survivors of an Uruguayan military plane 
that crashed with 47 persons aboard more 
than two months ago high in the snow- 
covered Andes were found alive today. 
Police said the two reported 14 others were 
still alive at the scene.

on foot at a river bank near the village of

The m essage said: “ I come from a plane 
crash in the mountains.

I have a 
friend who’s injured. There are 14 injured 
in the plane. We re weak. We have no food. 
Please come and get us.” 
The rancher took the m essage to the 
village and a police patrol went back to get 
the two men. 
Chilean Air Force helicopters were sent 
out today to locate the wreckage of the 
plane and the survivors.

At war with the roar 


Juan Cabrillograve marker

NEW YORK - (NEA) - 
Early evening is a hell of a 
time around the Tom Hickey 
home. He lives next to a rail­ 
road track, adjacent to a 
firehouse, and across from 
John F. Kennedy airport. 
The commuter traffic roars 
by on the rails, usually the 
firetruck bellows out to an­ 
swer a call—and just when 
the windows 
are rattling 
good, a 747 jet plane thun­ 
ders from the sky, “ so close 
I swear they skid on the 
roof,” 
and 
screeches 
to 
cacophonous touchdown on 
the neighborhood runway. 
“ My God,” says Hickey. 
“ Like I almost go out of my 
mind.” 
So do thousands of other 
homeowners and apartment 
dwellers in the vicinity of 
New York’s and other metro­ 
politan airports. Never mind 
the trains and firetrucks, the 
jet noise alone is enough to 
send a citizen under his bed 
covers for security. 
Few authorities, much less 
residents, 
have 
measured 
the exact racket levels on 
the edge of America’s big 
ports. 
But 
noise 
experts 
agree they are appalling, 
and possibly damaging. New 
York City’s noise pollution 
agency says the government 
allows a maximum of 180 
decibels of noise 3.5 miles 
from touchdown, which puts 
folks like Tom Hickey, a 
quarter mile from the run­ 
way, under hazardous con­ 
ditions at best. 
• Indeed, Hickey may well 
be going batty and not know 
it. Bob Bennin, New York’s 
noise abatement specialist, 
says that he is not so much 
concerned with the citizen’s 
ears as he is with their 
minds. “ I wonder about the 
psychological effects of jet 
port traffic. Imagine one of 
those big things swooping 
over your house every few 
minutes. You couldn’t help 
but worry about it crashing. 
You couldn’t help becoming 
unnerved time and again 
about the disruption of your 
life. I think a deep study of 
the residents around JF K 
could turn up some very in­ 
teresting conclusions.” 
No doubt a deep study 
would. But forget it. Anyone 
requiring information about 
life on the fringe of JF K need 
only ask Tom Hickey. His 
modest $10,000 house is situ­ 
ated “ two stone throws” 
away from one of the Ken­ 
nedy’s four runways,

Thus, say on a Friday eve­ 
ning, when the wind is blow­ 
ing wrong, he may be visited 
by as many as 20 or 30 take­ 
offs and landings. “ If I look 
up I can see if their tires 
need changing. They aren’t 
300-400 feet from my chim­ 
ney.” 
The noise, says Hickey, 
beggars belief. “ Sometimes I 
wake up at night, drowsy, 
and get scared as hell before 
I realize what it is.” And the 
side effects are just as bad: 
The plaster cracks, the cur­ 
tains wiggle and the TV set 
goes blahooey. 
“ I 
got a 
brother who lives on the 
other end of the runway. If 
I’m talking to him on the 
phone, and a plane comes in, 
it’s ridiculous. First I gotta 
say: 
Wait 
a minute, 
a 
plane’s landing.’ Then just 
about the time the noise is 
okay on my end my brother 
says: ‘Wait a minute, now 
it’s over here.’ I mean it’s 
crazy. A damn two-minute 
p h o n e call sometimes 
stretches into a 10-minute 
silent extravaganza ” 
The rest of Hickey’s neigh­ 
borhood, a suburban enclave 
known as Howard Beach, 
gets it equally bad. A nun at 
the nearby parochial school 
says: “ In the summer, when 


the windows are open, it’s 
impossible to get the stu­ 
dents to concentrate.” A lady 
in the neighborhood Rexall 
drug store says she thinks 
the worst part is at night be­ 
cause “ I swear, it’s made 
my husband impotent.” And 
Ed Fennell, a commuting 
executive, claims the noise 
is not all of the fallout: “ Take 
a look at my house. I wash it 
down every six weeks and 
it’s still filthy. These planes 
pollute everything.” 


Fennell, for one, has be­ 
come so “ thoroughly dis­ 
gusted” with the situation 
that he has organized civic 
indignation to fight for im­ 
provements. His group, the 
Howard Beach Civic Asso­ 
ciation, meets once a month 
with any official available. 
The guests, to be sure, are 
usually sympathetic. How 
could 
they 
be otherwise, 
says Fennell: “ Usually we 
don’t get much done at the 
meetings. Because of the 
noise. 
But one thing we 
do tell the officials is how 
bad it is. A couple of years 
ago, for instance, we had a 
dying boy in the neighbor­ 
hood. Even the airline com­ 
panies felt bad about that. 
They 
cut 
off 
all 
traffic 
around our area. So at least 
that was one thing. At least 


that little guy died in peace 
and quiet.” 
Other than that concession, 
however, the residents of 
Howard 
Beach 
have 
not 
forced many airport altera­ 
tions. Even an area congress­ 
man, Joe Addabbo of Ozone 
Park, admits his muscle has 
been ineffective: “ We have 
tried to get an airport cur­ 
few, so people could sleep, 
but nothing has happened. 
We have tried to get under- 
the-wing markings on all 
planes, so we can report alti­ 
tude violations, but nothing 
has happened. It’s the old 
story. They put the planes 
before the people.” 
Thus with all of the resi­ 
dent indignation, and all the 
official sympathy, the people 
of Howard Beach have begun 
to believe they are losing 
their war with the roar. 
“ Well, face it,” says Tom 
Hickey, “ they are not going 
to move this airport.” 
So. “ What can you do?” 
Make the best of it. Hickey 
says Howard Beach is the 
only neighborhood in Amer­ 
ica that appreciates summer 
reruns on TV. “ It’s the only 
way we can find out what 
happened in those winter pro­ 
grams when the planes went 
over.” 


B E R K E L E Y (U P I) — A 
University of California an­ 
thropologist believes he has 
found the gravemarker of 
Juan 
Rodriguez Cabrillo, 
the Spanish “ discoverer of 
California.” 
Dr. 
Robert F. 
Heizer, 
professor of antropology at 
Berkeley, said Wednesday 
the 
foot-long 
block 
of 
sandstone was found on the 
Channel Islands of Santa 
Barbara. 
It 
bears 
the 
crudely 
carved 
initials 
“ J R .,” a cross and a stick 
figure gouged into it. 
Heizer said he believes it 
was placed over Cabrillo’s 
grave after he died Jan. 3, 
1543, while leading the first 
exploration of the California 
coast by Europeans. 
Heizer conceded that it 
was impossible to prove the 
stone 
was 
the 
oldest 
historical relic of Spanish 
California because of the 
fragmentary 
accounts 
of 
Cabrillo’s voyage and a lack 
of scientific tests to date the 
block. 
“ Without the means of 
proving that the stone is or 
is not the one which marked 
Cabrillo’s grave, we are 
simply 
left 
with 
the 
possibility it may be that 
marker,” Heizer said in a 
monograph 
published 
Wednesday by U.C.’s Lowie 
Museum of Anthropology, 
where the stone went on 
display. 
“ I personally believe that 
it is probably the grave 
marker of Juan Rodriguez 
C a b r illo ,” 
said 
the 
anthropologist, who later 
described his conclusion as 
“ an intuitive one.” 
Heizer found the stone on 
campus 
in 
the 
Lowie 
Museum’s collection. It was 
placed there by Philip Mills 
Jones, who picked it up 
from Santa Rosa Island in 
the Channel group in 1901. 
The UC professor began 
researching the possibility 
it was Cabrillo’s gravestone 
last summer after looking 
through a report on Jones’ 
trip 
that 
Heizer 
and 
a 
colleague edited 16 years 
ago. 
On reviewing the report, 
it occurred to him “ that the 
initials might be those of the 
discoverer 
of 
California, 


Juan 
Rodriguez, 
usually 
known as Cabrillo. ” 
He said Spanish historians 
confirmed 
that 
a 
stone, 
rather 
than 
the 
usual 
wooden cross, might well 
have been used to mark the 
grave of the leader of an 
expedition. And they said 
the 
joined 
letters 
were 
consistent 
with 
lettering 
used in 16th Century Spain. 
Cabrillo 
voyaged 
north 
from Mexico in 1542 after 
serving with Cortez in the 
conquest 
of 
the 
Aztec 
empire. 
His 
two 
ships 
dropped anchor in San Diego 
Bay in September 1542. the 
first Europeans to land on 
the shores of California. 
They sailed further north, 
making several stops before 
arriving at Monterey Bay. 
They 
turned 
back 
to 
winter 
on 
the 
Channel 
Islands, where Cabrillo died 
on Jan. 3, 1543 from injuries 
suffered in a fall during a 
previous stop at the islands 
off Santa Barbara. 
The two ships later sailed 
north past the mouth of San 
Francisco Bay, to Point 
Arena, 
then returned to 
Mexico. The voyages had 
little 
impact, 
except 
to 
convince the Spanish the 
Indians possessed no gold or 
silver. The next Spanish 
voyage of exploration didn’t 
come 
for 60 years and 
settlement began a full two 
centuries later 
Heizer said objections to 
the stone being accepted as 
Cabrillo’s 
grave 
marker 
includes the possibility it is 
a fake, the possibility the 
initials 
refer 
to 
some 
missionized 
Indian, 
a 
vaquero, a shepherd or a 
casual visitor of recent cen­ 
turies, 
and 
historians' 
generally 
accepted 
view 
that Cabrillo was buried on 
San Miguel Island and not 
Santa 
Rosa Island 
were 
Jones picked up the 13.5- 
inch long, 4.5-inch wide. 2- 
inch 
thick 
chunk 
of 
sandstone. 
It was not marking a 
grave at the time and may 
have been carried to Santa 
Rosa 
from some 
other 
island, Heizer said He also 
noted 
that records 
of 
Cabrillo’s voyages are a 
confused abstract 
of 
the 
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original log which is unclear 
about the exact burial site. 
“ The fact of his death 
resulting from a broken 
limb we can accept, and we 
can also take as fact that his 
body was taken ashore and 
buried, 
he wrote 
“ But 
where he was interred wc 
are not told with certainty, 
and nothing at all is said 
about the circumstances of 
his burial.” 
The 
U n iv e rs ity 
of 
C alifornia’s 
Bancroft 
Library in Berkeley holds 
another 
disputed 
artifact 
from 
16th 
cen tu ry 
California, a brass plate left 


by Sir Francis Drake when 
he anchored somewhere on 
the north coast above San 
Francisco Bay in June of 
1579. 
“ Drake's plate of brass is 
another 
artifact 
whose 
authenticity is not proved to 
everyone's 
satisfaction,” 
Heizer said.

For what’s going on with 
the items most of us used to 
consider junk and discard

attics, 
closets 
and 
basement is hard to believe.

are 
worth 
MONEY. 
These are things from the 
1930s and 1940s at that! 
Fo r 
instance, 
the 
increasing 
interest 
in 
political 
Americana 
has 
forced 
prices 
of 
many 
political objects including 
buttons of the ’30s and ’40s 
to relatively high levels. 
Hoover, 
Roosevelt, 
Landon, Garner and Willkie 
buttons which once fetched 
only a few dollars now bring 
$15 to $25. I own a mug 
which says, “ Alf Landon for 
President” but I fear it’s a 
reproduction. 
Political memorabilia is 
just one of many categories 
of items from the recent 
past which have become 
collectibles. So says John 
Mebane, author of several 
books on collecting and 
antiques, 
editor 
of 
The 
Antiques Journal and writer 
of an antiques column for 
the Sunday Atlanta Journal 
and Constitution. 
Mebane’s 
latest 
book 
“ Collecting 
Nostalgia’’ 
(Arlington 
House,

along memory lane as well 
as practical guide. 
Mebane holds that the 
alert collector can spot the 
darkhorse candidates for a

Who’d have thought that 
“ Depression glass,” inex­ 
pensive ware made during 
the 30s when fine crystal

Or, that an old NRA 
(National 
Recovery 
Act) 
membership poster from 
the Roosevelt early New 
Deal days would now be 
sought? 
And if you were lucky 
enough to acquire a full set 
of five Dionne quintuplet 
spoons, they’re worth $35 or 
more.

items also are 
valuable.

movement, particularly in

Women’s Lib memorabilia 
may one day become a 
collectible. 
—They should have been 
produced 
in

scarcity. 
—They should have been a

In those days a decree went out from 
Caesar Augustus that all the world should 
be enrolled. . . And all went to be enrolled, 
each to his own city. And Joseph also went 
up from Galilee, from the city of Nazareth 
to Judea, to the city of David, which is 
called Bethlehem, because he was of the 
house and lineage of David, to be enrolled 
with Mary, his betrothed, who was with 
child. And while they were there, the time 
came for her to be delivered. And she gave 
birth to her first-born son and wrapped 
him in swaddling cloths, and laid him in a 
manger, because there was no place for 
them in the inn.

The 
thoughts 
and 
m em ories 
of 
Christmas may be the most powerful force 
that we can experience. For Christians, it 
is a blend of gospel accounts describing the 
Coming of Christ. And for the individual, it 
draws together the joys and comfort of 
childhood, family, and home. And in a 
hectic, ever-changing culture, this counts 
for much. 


In her classic, “Death Comes for the 
Archbishop,” 
Willa 
Cather 
vividly 
describes the missionary efforts of Bishop 
Jean Lamy in the great Southwest a 
century ago. In this vast, harsh, rugged 
land of mountain and desert, a dedicated 
Christian brought new vitality to an 
ancient region of North America. It was a 
tough, demanding vocation. Living on the 
edge of the wilderness in Santa Fe, Miss 
Cather describes the season which we now 
celebrate. 


“It was late afternoon of Christmas Day 
and the Bishop sat at his desk writing 
letters. Since his return to Santa Fe his 
official correspondence had been heavy; 
but the closely written sheets over which 
he bent with a thoughtful smile were not to 
go to Monsignori, or to Archbishops, or to 
the heads of religious houses — but to 
France, to Auvergne, to his own little

town; to a certain grey, winding street, 
paved with cobbles and shaded by tall 
chestnuts. 
For Bishop Lamy, and for many of us, 
Christmas calls us home. And if we cannot 
reach that place where life had its start, 
that fireside with young parents and 
favorite first-friends, we make a nostalgic 
journey that is not without its joys. There 
are some abroad who are ever putting 
down our polishing of memories, our 
treasuring 
of 
the 
past. 
Words 
like 
“ se n tim e n ta l,” 
“ m em o ry ,” 
and 
“ ch ild h ood ” 
seem 
absent 
from 
vocabulary, unless used in a derisive 
manner. Fortunately for all of us, the 
memories of Christmas past race in with 
power and persuasion and comfort. 
Christmas reminds us that the Christian 
experience had a beginning at a definite 
time and place. The source was a family, 
the condition, childbirth, the surroundings 
— within a home. Here God chose to 
reveal Himself in Jesus Christ and to 
express that revelation in love. So with our 
own families. Here we first experienced 
love and caring, respect and forgiveness, 
hopes and dreams. This season calls us to 
research these beginnings and renew these 
visions of what life can be. 
When Albert Schweitzer was suffering a 
severe nervous depression, some say a 
mental breakdown after World War I, his 
physician in Switzerland urged him to 
reach back into childhood, to recall the 
happy days of his youth, to remember his 
loving parents and home — for here he 
would find, again, the strength and support 
to overcome his present difficulties. 
And 
he 
did, 
eventually 
publishing, 
“ Memories of Childhood and Youth,” 
bringing happiness to thousands of readers 
around the world and bringing new life to 
himself. Christmas has that power. And it 
brings joy to the whole world.

Washington calling by Marquis Childs 
Crystal balling 


WASHINGTON - This is an 
informed view of 1973. It is a view 
not from the White House where all 
the blinds are down and the rule is 
silence but from one of the ablest 
adm inistrator-econom ists 
who 
follows the trends at close range 
with a specialized staff and the 
requisite computer banks. 
Into the forecast goes a healthy 
respect 
for 
President 
Nixon’s 
capacity for making a 180 degree 
turn and doing just what he said he 
would 
never 
do. 
The 
surprise 
element could in mid-1973, in this 
educated crystal ball, produce a 
dramatic turn around comparable to 
mid-1971 
when 
the 
President 
clamped on wage and price controls 
and re-valued the currency. 
He is capable of 
s t e a l i n g 
t h e 
Democrats’ clothes 
while 
they 
are 
happily 
swimming 
in tne warm current 
of spending welfare 
programs. 
As 
fo r 
th e 
economy, prospects 
look 
favorable to 
very good. 
The upward trend in the last quarter 
of 1972 will be sustained perhaps 
through the entire year. The drop in 
the 
unemployment 
rate 
just 
disclosed from 5 5 to 5.2 is likely to 
continue. It will bounce around the 
five per cent mark possibly even 
falling below that barrier. 
Inflation doesn’t look good. While 
the rate had begun to come down 
recent price increases threaten to 
start it upward again and that is 
particularly true for food With the 
81.2 billion wheat sale to the Soviet 
Union wheat stocks have been run 
down. This carries over into corn 
and in turn into beef 
Yet the administration can take 
comfort from the fact that the rate 
is so much lower than in other 
western 
nations. 
When 
Prime 
Minister Edward Heath comes here 
just after the inauguration he will 


envy the American rate of 3.5 to four 
per cent a year as against Britain’s 
eight 
per 
cent 
plus. 
In 
West 
Germany it is 6.3. 
So on the economic side it is 
almost all on the upbeat. On the 
political side the opposite is true. 
Congress and the President will 
engage in a long and bitter wrangle 
over spending versus economy. The 
President will come in with a new 
budget tailored like the ’74 budget 
with cuts deep enough to preclude a 
tax increase. That along with the 
$250 billion Nixon spending ceiling 
will be the battleground 
The Democratic attack will come 
through pushing programs such as 
Sen. Walter Mondale’s child care 
bill and the aid to higher education 
that he has sponsored along with 
Sen. Claiborne Pell. The strategy 
will center on grants in aid to states 
and municipalities. 
Here is the 
sensitive 
political 
nerve 
as 
localities discover that with the 
Nixon economy they are not going to 
get 
the 
help 
that 
seem ed 
programmed 
into 
the 
spending 
measures. The President’s slash of 
half the $18 billion voted to clean up 
America’s rivers is causing wide 
grumbling. 


But the cuts will not be sufficient 
and 
by 
m id ye ar , 
say, 
the 
administration will face a painful 
dilemma. The choice will be either 
new taxes or more deficit spending 
and with $100 billion in red ink 
already on the ledger the latter 
course is all but ruled out. 


Then comes the great turn around 
scene comparable to Aug. 15, 1971, 
when the President took the steps — 
wage and price controls — that he 
had been saying for two years he 
would never take. He proposes to 
wrap all grants in aid programs in 
one big bundle and witn no strings 
attached get the federal government 
entirely out of the picture. This 
would mean a whopping bonanza of 
perhaps 840 billion compared to 
which the revenue sharing now 
being dished out is peanuts. 
This 
will 
spell 
the 
end 
of 
adm inistration 
resistance 
to 
cutbacks 
in 
the 
welfare-reform 
measures. The economic policy will 
have collapsed, to paraphrase that 
often quoted line of T. s. Eliot, not 
with a bang but a whimper. And the 
President can blame the Congress 
for the tax increases that will have 
to follow. 
The seer has come up with one 
other possibility after careful study 
of the computerized crystal ball. 
That is a sizeable cut in the defense 
budget based on optimism over 
progress in disarmament in the Salt 
11 talks with the Soviet Union. But 
the chances for this happening are 
rated at 10 per cent. 
It adds up to a simple maxim the 
Democrats will ignore at their 
peril: 
never 
underestimate 
the 
power of a President who can 
change 
his 
mind 
through 
the 
spectrum from left to rignt with 
consummate skill.

COLUMBUS, Ga. - (NEA) 
—The conviction of Lt. Wil­ 
liam Galley in March of 1971 
was perhaps the most un­ 
popular verdict in the history 
of the U.S. jurisprudence. 
The Indiana state flag was 
dropped to half mast, sever­ 
al state legislatures passed 
resolutions of protest, draft 
b o a r d members resigned 
throughout the nation, and in 
one demonstration al one , 
here in Columbus, 4,000 peo­ 
ple gathered in opposition. 
Today, 20 months later, the 
shouting is over. 


Realtor 
loses another 
round 


Goleta 
Valley 
realtor 
John 
Harlan 
lost

another round in his 10-year 
battle 
to 
develop 
sub­ 
standard lots in a Goleta 
Valley subdivision which 
was once the scene of an oil 
rush. 
The 
County 
Planning 
Commission 
voted 
6-3 
Wednesday 
to 
defeat a 
motion by Eugene Sexton, 
of Goleta Valley, to allow 
variances 
which 
would 
enable lots well below the 
6.000 square foot minimum 
to qualify for building lots in 
the Ell wood Fee Tract west 
of Goleta. 
Fourteen 
parcels, 
including 
26 
lots, 
were 
involved 
in the request. 
Harlan bought seven of the 
lots 
in 
1966, 
but 
was 
involved 
since 
1962 
in 
efforts to qualify the small­ 
sized lots, averaging about 
5.000 square feet or less, as 
building plots. 
Commissioner 
Robert 
L ille y , 
of 
Lompoc, 
spearheaded the thinking 
that led to Harlan’s defeat. 
He said there was no sign of 
a 
precedent 
or legal 
justification to grant the 
variances. He feared to set 
a 
precedent 
that would 
spread to other small lots in 
the region, he declared. 
But his Lompoc Valley 
colleague 
on 
the 
commission. 
Dr. 
M. 
V. 
Duncan, took an opposite 
view and voted for the 
variances. 
Dr. 
Duncan 
declared: “ These lots have 
been sitting there empty for 
40 years; they should be 
developed — it wouldn’t set 
a precedent.’’ 
Northwest Goleta Valley 
Homeowners 
Assn. 
representatives 
pleaded 
with the commission not to 
grant the variances, as did 
neighbors of the tract. 
Joining Dr. Duncan in 
voting for the sub-standard 
lots were Sexton and Donald 
Sansum. 
“ We 
don’t 
want 
to 
perpetuate a sub-standard 
subdivision,” 
commented 
Lilley. 


Others pointed out that 
the variances would enable 
the landowners to se^ up 
small 
lot 
intensive 
developments 
like 
those 
which have flourished in 
Isla 
Vista 
and 
some 
Summerland areas. 
The Xiommission was told 
by Sexton: 


“ This 
MiDdivision 
was 
created when there was oil 
fever 
in 
the 
area 
and 
everybody 
pmbled 
they 
^would hit oil. It was not 
meant 
to 
build 
homes 
there.” But he moved to 
b ack . the 
small 
lot 
development, anyway. 
Harlan said 
he would 
appeal the decision to the 
Board of Supervisors. 


Galley, to be sure, is still 
serving sentence (he lives in 
a bachelor apartment, under 
guard, his penalty for the My 
Lai massacre thus far re­ 
duced from life to 
years). 
A cornpone recording o f 
“ The Battle Hymn of Lt. Gal­ 
ley” can occasionally b e 
heard on country-western ra­ 
dio stations. The officer’s 
post, nearby Fort Benning, 
continues to receive periodic 
inquiries about him. 
B u t : The Indiana flag 
again flies high, the legisla­ 
tures are on to other busi­ 
ness, and at the time of the 
most recent Calley demon­ 
stration in Columbus — last 
spring — merely 250 pickets 
were on hand. 
The only diehard left, it 
would seem, is an improb­ 
able one: highly respected 
Columbus attorney Vincent 
McCauley. McCauley, 61, 
who once had a first-name 
relationship with J o h n F. 
Kennedy, is the director (and 


some say only member) of a 
less than flourishing “ na­ 
tional movement to get this 
patriotic soldier out of con­ 
finement.” 
McCauley began the move­ 
ment on the first anniversary 
of Galley’s incarceration. A 
longtime Calley sympathizer 
(he defended the lieutenant 
against a multi-million dollar* 
damage suit filed by My Lai 
survivors), the attorney says 
he “ waited and waited for 
somebody to get up support 
for this man. When they 
didn’t by the end of his first 
year in jail, I nominated my­ 
self to get something going.’’ 
The something is the “ Free 
Calley’’ organization. Mc­ 
Cauley rented a storefront 
office in downtown Columbus 
(the same office headquar­ 
tered the 1960 JFK presi­ 
dential campaign), put an ad 
in a local paper, sent out 
mimeographed fliers, d i s - 


tributed thousands of peti­ 
tions, and waited for the ac­ 
tion to begin. But it hardly 
did. 
McCauley says his organi­ 
zation is now “worldwide.” 
He claims he still sends out 
“ hundreds” of letters each 
week. And receives “ mail 
from all over the place.’’ But 
observations here indicate 
otherwise. His storefront is 
open only sporadically, and 
then does scant business. The 
large “ Free Calley’’ sign on 
the building is peeling in 
two. but nobody notices. Mc­ 
Cauley’s file of correspond­ 
ence, while varied, is none­ 
theless small. 
When pressed to identify 
others in the movement the 
lawyer speaks vaguely about 
“ that woman down in Flori­ 
da’’ or “ the man up there in, 
where is it, Minnesota? He 
does a lot of work.’’ 
Despite the sluggishness of 
national support, however, 
McCauley’s personal c o m - 
mitment is unshakable. A 
World War II Army officer 
who took part in the invasion 
of France (Utah Beach), he 
says Calley is innocent by 
reason of the necessary bru­ 
tality of war: 
“ I was in combat myself 
and I saw many men do 
things that you wouldn’t 
think men could ordinarily 
do. In My Lai that day, Cal­ 
ley was operating in a‘free 
fire’ zone. That meant any­ 
one found was considered to 
be the enemy. I remember 
a fellow asking me once what 
I would have done in Galley’s 
place — and I had to tell him 
that I really didn’t know.’’ 
Besides the injustice of the 
original charge, McCauley 
believes, as do millions, that 
Calley was also denied im­ 
partiality at the atrocity trial 
itself. He questions the ener­ 
gy with which Galley’s 71- 
year-old attorney conducted 
the defense, he suggests that

the court-martial jury was 
influenced by command,” 
and he mimics the concensus 
of many by alluding to scape­ 
goatism: Two dozen people, 
from privates to generals 
were investigated for My 
Lai, says McCauley, “ but 
just this one small lieutenant 
was convi ct ed. It just 
smells. 
The odor, moreover, has 
what McCauley feels is an 
international stench. He has 
John B i r c h Society litera­ 
ture which asserts My Lai 
was Communist-directed. “ I 
have to hand it to these peo- 
ple (Communists),” M c­ 
Cauley sighs. “ They’ve done 
a great job in undermining 
the U.S. military. I’m not 
thinking just of Calley here. 
I’m thinking of all lieuten­ 
ants. Who wants to stay in 
an army that doesn’t back 
them up?” 
Ironically, the latter opin­ 
ion is not only the funda­ 
mental complaint but the 
fundamental hope of the 
Free Calley movement. Mc­ 
Cauley’s great expectation is 
that Calley will eventually be 
freed if only for the sake of 
a viable U.S. military organ­ 
ization. Already, he says, 
there are signs of service 
stress; “ I’m told the Infantry 
especially is having a heck of 
a time trying to recruit its 
new career officers.” 
So, the Free Calley move­ 
ment, what there is of it, 
is still confident of success. 
Their lieutenant, after all. 
has not yet been subjected 
to criminal status — he lives 
in unprecedented style for a 
man convicted of 22 murders 
(three miles from Fort Ben- 
ning’s stockade). Even now, 
the Army Court of Military 
Review is forming an opinion 
which could conceivably re­ 
duce Galley’s sentence, or let 
the man go. 
And then there is the Presi­ 
dent, who above all wants 
military stability. Says Mc­ 
Cauley: “ All the signs point 
to executive clemency. The 
war is ending, we’re getting 
ready to get our POWs back. 
I think the President would 
like to heal all the wounds of 
Vietnam. My hope is that he 
will release Lt. Calley some­ 
time this Christmas.”

an additional $23 million 
over the next five years to 
finance 
capi tal 
improvements,

Department of Agriculture 
ad 
hoc 
committee 
said 
Wednesday. 
The recommendation was 
contained 
in a progress 
report 
the 
special 
committee 
submitted 
to 
state Agriculture Director 
C.B. 
Christensen 
on 
its 
continuing study of fair 
operations. 
“ The committee concurs 
in the recommendation of 
the Director of Finance that 
an increase of $3 million in 
capital outlay funds for fairs 
be made during the 1973-74 
fiscal year,” the report 
said. 
For the four following 
fiscal years, the committee 
urged, 
an 
additional 
$5 
m illio n 
should 
be 
appropriated each year to 
allow fairs to make building 
im provem ents 
and 
construct new ones. 
Touching 
on 
the 
commission’s 
recommendations, 
the 
com m ittee
